MEMORIAL TO THE 6,000,000 JEWS MURDERED BY THE NAZIS 
DURING WORLD WAR II. YAD VASHEM, SYMBOLIZING ISRAEL'S 
DETERMINATION NEVER TO ALLOW ITS FUTURE TO BECOME IM- 
PERILED. 

VANCE THEN CONFERRED WITH FOREIGN MINISTER ALLON, WHO IS 
EXPECTED TO TELL THE SECRETARY THAT ISRAEL IS READY TO

THIS IS VANCE'S FIRST TRIP TO THE MIDDLE EAST, AND NOT

BUT, A MAJOR OBSTACLE HAS TO DO WITH THE QUESTION OF

THIS QUESTION, THE TWO SIDES - THE ARABS AND THE IS- 
RAELIS - ARE WIDELY SPLIT. IN FACT. THERE ARE DIF-

NAZI HOLOCAUST. VANCE'S GUIDE WAS GIDEON HAUSNER, 

MINISTER WITHOUT PORTFOLIO, AND THE MAN WHO PROSECUTED 
ADOLF EICHMANN. PARTICULARLY BECAUSE VANCE HAS NEVER BEEN 
TO THE MIDDLE EAST, THE ISRAELIS BELIEVE THAT A VISIT TO
